pared to put such a plan into effect at the present time, the

‘Plan Has Voluntary Basis 


t “Such_assistance would be granted_.in connection--with 
approved medica! plans and would be on a voluntary basis.” 


Premier Bennett declined to tell reporters what the cut-off 
income level would be for receiving the government help or 


how many persons would be covered. 


However, he said the subsidization program would cost 
the treasury “many millions of dollars” 


and will assist “way 
more than tens of thousands of people.” | 

He also said that he sincerely regrets lack of progress in 
a national medicare plan and that the B.C, move is designed 
as an interim step “to help the people who need it_most—thase 
in the first group just above” social welfare recipients who 
already have free medical benefits, 

He said that while “we don’t intend to wait” for-establish- 
iment of—#—national plan, he hoped one would come into 
existence. 

In general outline as revealed by the throne speech, the 
medical insurance assistance scheme appears similar to one 
in operation in Alberta and another proposed in Ontario but
